Tho Straits Times saysthat the steamor Celebes, 
of tho Notherlands India Steam Navigation 
Company, srrivel at Singaporo at daylight on 
the 10th inst.. She has enffured terribly by 
the late typhoon of tle 89th August, having 
boon twelve hours at its meroy.

The wind gradually worked round to the North, 

and_then-somewhat to the west, the forca being 
greatest towards noon, Thourh everything had 
been mado .as sung as possible the fury of the 
gale was too much for the rigging, and the masts 
were all carriod away, leaving the barqne a holp- 
Joga hulk at the morey of the wavas, which ¢con- 
atantly broke over bor,Argring away bulwarks,

the vessel seemed almost scaled, whoatthosy ob 
board wero cheered with a ray of hops.

Their wants sre'few and modest, 
and although Japanese merchants have estab- 
ished storos for the. ‘salo of products from 
Japan and forcign vonrtries, they do not: ap- 
pear to be doing a roaring trade. I -suppose

poustrated into so many obsopre and remote 
corners of the earth as “ Bass'a Bottled Beer.” 
‘We found it in Rinkin, in. portoot condition, at 
the moderate price of, 30 sen per-yatrt bottle, 
The women are modaat, and have a remarkably 
fine carriage, the result, doubtless,—as I have 
observed in,other partsof the world—ofsarrying’ 
burdens upon the head, which ia tho common 
pizeticn. Ponies'are plentiful, snd those 1 hand- 
led appearad to have been properly broken to the 
saddle. Although seldom over 12-hands, they are 
of a much better breod than the Japanese animal, 
Sas better inte and are atronger. Those 
tode had good months and manners, and a gait 
that naver glackened. ‘With s party from the 


the animals requirad no urging whaterer, heing 
just as fresh at the finish as at the start, The 
roads, which ato excellent, even by comparison 
with those in the neighbourhood of Yokohama, 
were made by the authorities, who arc-institut- 
ing improvetionts in directions.

office in o fortnight and point ont to me on tho 
wap tho places they had selected. 

The fortnight having oxpirod and an ad- 
ditional month, without any of them pntting in 
on appeurance at my office, I was compelled again 
to xo in quest of them, end finding they bad 
done nothing towards looking for other sites, I 
had them brought to mo in batches of tens and 
fiftoens, whon being warned of the detarmination 
of the Govermont to mova them ont of Konnedy 
Town, they were mada to come to some terms 
with me, many of them accopting sites at 
Kanlung-wan and others at Kewloou. ‘They, 
howovor, pointed out that the new grouud beiig 
atrange to them, thoy would like to go and see 
it first before making any application for tho 
licences, This appeared to mea reasonable, and 
accordingly I assented, agreeing with thom that 
they dhould-roturn in a week to sottle details.

Shimbun, Hochi Shimbua, and Jiji Shimpo de- 
soribo the revont complications in the peninsula 
in terms which aro nearly fdentical. ‘The an 
animity of their tastimony wontd be convincing 
wore nob hatter iuformtion forthcoming, ‘Tha 
Hochi Shimbun is particularly outspoken. It 
omphatically rofors tho origin of tho oomplica- 
tions, in the first instance, to Rassia’s ambitions 
dosigna, and in the second to Korea’s conviction 
hat since she canoot count on the protection of 
oither.
